The following written message was received from the President of the United 
States, by Mr. Coles, his Secretary: : x 


Fellow citizens ofthe Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Notwithstanding the early day which had been fixed for your session of the present 
year, I wasinduced to call you together still sooner, as well that any inadequacy in the 
existing provisions for the wants of the Treasury might be supplied, as that no delay 
might happen in providing for the result of the negotiations -on foot with Great Bri- 
tain, whether it should require arrangements adapted to a return of peace, or further 
and more effective provisions for prosecuting the -war, i 

` That result is not yet known. If, on one hand, the repeal of the orders in council, 
and the general pacification in Europe, which withdrew the occasion on which im- 
pressments from American vessels were practised, suggest expectations that peace 
and amity may be re-established, we are compelled, on the other hand, by the refusal 
of the British government to accept the offered mediation of the Emperor of Russia; 
by the delays in giving effect to its own proposal of a direct negotiation; and, above 
all, by the principles and manner in which the war is now avowedly carried on, to ine 
fer that a spirit of hostility is indulged more violent than ever against the rights and 
prosperity of this country. < 

This increased violence is best explained by the two important circumstances, that 
the great contest in Europe for an equilibrium guaranteeing ail its states against the 
ambition of any, has heen closed without any check on the overbearing power of Great 
Britain on the ocean; and it has left in her hands disposable armaments with which, 
forgetting the difficulties of a remote war with a free people, and yielding to the ine 
toxication of success, with the example ofa great victiin to it before her eyes, she che- 
rishes hopes of still further aggrandizing a power already formidable in its abuses to 
the tranquillity of the civilized and commercial world. 

' But, whatever may have inspired the enemy with these more violent purposes, the 
public councils of a nation, more able to maintain than it was to acquire its indepen- 
dence, and with a devotion to it rendered more ardent by the experience of its bless- 
ings, can never deliberate but ou the means most effectual for defeating the extrava- 
gant views er unwarrantable passions with which alone the war can now be pursued 
against us. 

In the events of the present campaign, the enemy, with all bis augmented means, 
and wanton use of them, has little ground for exultation, unless he can feel it in the 
success of his recent enterpriges against this metropolis and the neighboring town of 
Alexandria, from both of which his retreats were as precipitate as his attempts were 
bold and fortunate. {n his otherincursions on our Atlantic frontier, his progress, often 
checked and chastised by the martial spirit of the neighboring citizens, has had mor 
effect in distressing individuals, and in dishonoring his arms, than in promoting any 
object of legitimate warfare. And, in the two instances mentioned, however deeply 
to be regretted on our part, he will find in his transient success, which interrupted for 
a moment only the ordinary public business at the seat of government, no compensa- 
tion for the loss of character with the world, by his violations of private property, and 
by his destruction of public edifices, protected, as monuments of the arts, by the laws 
of civilized warfare, 

On our side, we can appeal to aseries of achievements which have given new lustre 
to the American arms, Besides the brilliant incidents in the minor operations of the 
campaign, the splendid victories gained on the Canadian side of the Niagara, by the 
American forces under Major General Brown, and Brigadiers Scott and Gaines, have 
gained for these heroes, and their emulating companions, the most unfading laurels; 
and, having triumphantly tested the progressive discipline of the American soldicry, 
have taught the enemy that the longer he protracts his hostile efforts, the more cer- 
tain and decisive will be his final discomfiture. 

-On our southern border, victory has continued also to follow the American standard, 
The bold and skilful operations of Major General Jackson, conducting troops drawn 
from the militia of the states least distant, particularly of Tennessee, have subdued the 

principal tribes of hostile savages, and, by establishing a peace with them, preceded by 
recent and exemplary chastisement, has best guarded against the mischief of their co~ 
operation with the British enterprizes which may be planned against that quarter of 
‘eur country. Important tribes of Indians on our northwestern frontier hs also ace 
ceded to stipulations which bind them to the interests of the United States, and te 
consider our enemy as theirs also. i 
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Jn the recent attempt ofthe enemy on the city of Baltimore; defended by militia 
and volunteers, aided by a small body of regulars and seamen, he was received with a 
spirit which produced a rapid retreat to his ships; whilst a concurrent attack by a large 
fleet was successfully resisted by the steady and well directed fire of the fort and bata 
teries opposed to it. : 

In another recent attack by a powerful force on our troops at Plattsburg, of which 
regulars made a part only, the enemy, after a perseverance for many hours, was finally 
compelled to seek safety ina hasty retreat, with our gallant bands pressing upon him. 

On the Lakes, so much contested throughout the war, the great exertions for the 
command made on our part have been wellrepaid. On Lake Ontario our squadron is 
now, and. has been for some time, in a condition to confine that of the enemy to hig 
own port; and to favor the operations of our Jand forces on that frontier. 

'. Af part of the squadron on Lake Erie has been extended into Lake Huron, and has« 
produced the advantage of displaying our command on that lake also. One object of 

the expedition was the reduction of Mackinaw, which failed, with the loss of a few 

brave men, among whom was an officer justly distinguished for his gallant exploits, 

The expedition, ably conducted by both the land and the naval commanders, was oth- 

erwise highly valuable in its effects. 

On Lake Champlain, where our superiority had for some time been undisputed, the 
British squadron lately came into action with the American, commanded by Captain 
Macdonough. It issued ĉin the capture of the whole of the enemy’s ships. The 
best praise for this officer, and his intrepid comrades, is in the likeness of his triumph 
to the illustrious victory which immortalized another officer, and established, at a criti- 
cal moment, our command of another lake. 

On the ocean the pride of our naval arms has been amply supported. A second 
frigate has indeed fallen into the hands ofthe enemy, but the loss is hidden in the blaze 
ofheroism with which she was defended. Captain Porter, who commanded her, and 
whose previous career had been distinguished by daring enterprize and by fertility of 
genius, maintained a sanguinary contest against two ships, one of them superior to 
his own, and under other severe disadvantages, till humanity tore down the colors 
which valor had nailed to the mast. This officer and his brave comrades have added 
much to the rising glory of the American flag, and-have merited all the effusions.of 
gratitude which their country is ever ready to bestow on the champions of its rights. 
and of its safety. i 

Two smaller vessels of war have also become prizes to the enemy; but, by a superi- 
ority of force which sufficiently vindicates the reputation of their commanders; whilst 
two others, one commanded by Captain Warrington, the other by Captain Blakely, 
have captured British ships of the same class, with a gallantry and good conduct which 
entitle them and their companions to a just share in the praise oftheir country. 

In spite of the naval force of the enemy accumulated on our coasts, our private cruis- 
ers also have not ceased to annoy his commerce, and to bring their rich prizes into our 
ports; contributing thus, with other proofs, to demonstrate the incompetency and ille- 
gahty of a blockade, the proclamation of which is made the pretext for vexing and 
discouraging the commerce of neutral powers with the United States, 

To meet the extended and diversified warfare adopted by the enemy, great bodies 
of militia Have been taken into service for the public defence, and great expenses in- 
curred. That the defence every where may be both more convenient and more eco- 
tfomical, Congress will sce the necessity of immediate measures for filling the ranks of 
the regular army, and of enlarging the provision for special corps, mounted and un- 
mounted, to be engaged for longer periods of service than are due from the militia, 
I earnestly renew, at the same time, a recommendation of such changes in the system 
of the militia, as, by classing and disciplining for the most prompt and active service 
the portions most capable ofit, will give to that great resource for the public safety all 
the requisite energy and efficiency, 

‘Lhe moneys received into the Treasury during the nine months ending on the 30th 
day of June last, amounted to thirty-two millions of dollars, of which near eleven mil- 
lions were the proceeds of the public revenue, and the remainder derived from loans. 
The disbursements for public expenditures during the same period exceeded thirty- 
four milions of dollars, and left in the Treasury, on the first day of July, near five mil- 
lions of dollars. ‘The demands during the remainder of the present year already au- 
thorized by Congress, and the expenses incident to an extension of the operations of 
the war, will render it necessary that large sums should be provided to meet them. 

From this view of the national affairs, Congress will be urged to take up, without 
delay, as well the subject of pecuniary supplics as that of military force, and ona scale. 
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commensurate with the extent and the character which the war has assumed. It is not 
to be disguised that the situation of our country calls for its greatest efforts. Our ene- 
my is powerful in men and in money, on the land.gnd on the water. Availing himself 
of fortuitous advantages, he is aiming, with his undivided force, a deadly blow at our 
growing prosperity, perhaps at our national existence, He has avowed his purpose of 
trampling on the usages of civilized warfare, and given earnests of itin the plunder 
and wanton destruction of private property. In his pride of maritime dominion, and, 
in his thirst of commercial monopoly, he strikes with peculiar animosity at the progress 
of our navigation and of our manufactures. His barbarous policy has not even spared. 
those monuments of the arts and models of taste with which our country had enriched 
and embellished its infant metropolis. From such an adversary, hostility, in its great- 
est force and in its worst forms, may be looked for. The American people will face it 
with the undaunted spirit which in their Revolutionary struggle defeated bis unright. 
eous projects. His threats and his barbarities, instead of dismay, will kindle in Every 
bosom an indignation not to be extinguished but in the disaster and expulsion of such 
cruel invaders. In providing the means necessary, the national legislature will not 
distrust the heroic and enlightened patriotism of its constituents. They will cheerful- 
ly and proudly bear every burden of every kind which the safety and honor of the 
nation demand. We have seen them every where paying their taxes, direct and indi- 
rect, with the greatest promptness and alacrity. We see them rushing with enthusi-+ 
asm to the scenes where danger and duty call, In offering their blood they give the 
surest pledge that no other tribute will be withheld, 

Having forborne to declare war until to other aggressions had been added the 
capture of nearly a thousand American vessels, and the impressment of thousands 
of American seafaring citizens, and until a final declaration had been made by the 
government of Great Britain, that her hostile orders against our commerce would not 
be revoked, but on conditions as impossible as unjust; whilst it was known that these 
orders would not otherwise cease, but with a war which had lasted nearly twenty 
years, and which, according{to appearances at that time, might last as many more; have 
ing manifested, on every occasion, and in every proper mode, a sincere desire to arrest 
the effusion of blood, and meet our enemy on the ground of justice and reconciliation, 
our beloved country, in still opposing to his persevering hostility all its energies, with 
‘an undiminished disposition towards peace and friendship on honorable terms, must 
carry with it the good wishes of the impartial world, and the best hopes of support 
from an omnipotent and kind Providence.

such cause, by writ of error or other process, to remove the same to the circuit court of 
the United States of that district in which such judgment shall have been rendered; 
and the said circuit court shall, thereupon, proceed to try and determine the facts and 
the law in such action, in the same manner as if the same had been there originally 
commenced; the judgment in such case notwithstanding. And any bail which may 
have been taken, or property attached, shall be holden on the final judgment of the 
said circuit court in such action, in the same manner as if no such removal and transfer 
had been made as aforesaid; and the state court from which any such action may be re- 
moved and transferred as aforesaid, upon the partics giving guod and sufficient securi- 
ty for the prosecution thereof, shall allow the same to be removed and transferred, and 
proceed no further in the case: Provided, however, That if the party aforesaid shall 
fail duly to enter the removal and transfer as aforesaid in the circuit court, agreeable 
to this act, the state court, by which judgment shall have been rendered, and from 
which the transfer. and removal shall have been made as aforesaid, shall be authorized, 
on motion for that purpose, to issue execution, and to carry into effect any such judg- 
ment, the same asif no such removal and. transfer had been made: Provided, neverthe 
less, That this act shall not be construed to apply to any prosecution for an offence 
involving corporal punisiment: And, provided also, That no such appeal shall be al- 
lowed in any criminal action or prosecution, where final judgment shall have been 
rendered in favor of the defendant, or respondent, by the state court; and in any action 
or prosecution against any person as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for such person to 
plead the general issuc, and give this act and any special matter in evidence. And if, 
in any such suit, the plaintiff is nonsuit, or judgment pass against him, the defendant 
shall recover double costs:””

The following written message was received from the President of the United 
States, by Mr. Coles, his Secretary: 

T'o the Senate of the United States: 

Having bestowed on the bill, entitled “ An act to incorporate the subscribers to the 
Bank of the United States of America,” that full consideration which is due to the 
great importance of the subject, and dictated by the respect which I feel for the two 
Houses of Congress, I am constrained, by a deep and solemn conviction that the bill 
ought not to become a law, to return it to the Senate, in which it originated, with my 
objections to the same. 

Waiving the question of the constitutional authority of the legislature to establish an 
incorporated bank, as being precluded, in my judgment, by repeated recognitions, 
under varicd circumstances, of the validity of such an institution, in acts of the legisla. 
tive, executive, and judicial branches of the government, accompanied by indications, 
in different modes, of a concurrence of the general will of the nation; the proposed. 
Bank does not appear to be calculated to answer the purposes of reviving the public 
credit, of providing a national medium of circulation, and of aiding the Treasury by 
facilitating the indispensable anticipations of the revenue, and by affording to the pub- 
lic more durable loans. 

1. The capital of the bank is to be compounded of specie, of public stock, and of 
Treasury notes convertible into stock, with a certain proportion of each of which 
every subscriber is to furnish himself. 

The amount of the stock to be subscribed will not, it is believed, be sufficient to 

roduce, in favor of the public credit, any considerable or lasting elevation of the mar- 
Pet price, whilst this may be occasionally depressed by the bank itself, if it should 
carry into the market the allowed proportion of its capital consisting of publie stock, 
in order to procure specie, which it may find its account in procuring, with some sa- 
crifice on that part of its capital. 

Nor will any adeguate advantage arise to the public credit from the subscription of 
Treasury notes. The actual issue of these notes nearly equals, at present, and will 
soon excced the amount to be subscribed to the bank, The direct effect of this ope- 
ration is simply to convert fifteen millions of Treasury notes into fifteen millions of six 
per cent. stock, with the collateral effect of promoting an additional demand for Trea. 
sury notes, beyond what might otherwise be negotiable. 

Public credit might indeed be expected to derive advantage from the establish. 
ment of a national bank, without regard to the formation of its capital, if the full aid 
and co-operation of the institution were secured to the government during the war, 
and during the period of its fiscal embarrassments. But the bank proposed will be 
free from all legal obligation to co-operate with the public measures; and whatever 
might be the patriotic disposition of its directors to contribute to the removal of those 
embarrassments, and to invigorate the prosecution of the war, fidelity to the pecuniary 
and general interest of the institution, according to their estimate of it, might oblige 
them to decline a connexion of their operations with those of the national Treasury, 
during the continuance of the war and the difficulties incident to it. Temporary sa- 
crifices of interest, though overbalanced by the future and permanent profits of the 
charter, not being requirable of right in behalf of the public, might not. be gratui- 
tously made; and the bank would reap the full benefit of the grant, whilst the public 
would lose the equivalent expected from it. For it must be kept in view, that the 
sole inducement to such a grant, on the part of the public, would be the prospect of 
substantial aids to its pecuniary means at the present crisis, and during the sequel of 
the war, itis evident tbat the stock of the bank will, on the return of peace, if not 
sooner, rise in. the market to a value which, if the bank were established in a period of 
peace, would authorize and obtain for the public a bonus toa very large amount. In 
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lieu of such a bonus the government is fairly entitled to, and ought not to relinquish 
or risk, the needful services of the bank, under the pressing circumstances of war, 

2. The bank, as proposed to be constituted, cannot be relied on during the war, to 
provide a circulating medium, nor to furnish loans, or anticipations of the public 
revenue. : 

Without a medium, the taxes cannot be collected, and in the absence of specie, th 
medium understood to be the best substitute, is that of notes issued by a national 
bank. The proposed bank will commence and conduct its operations, under an obli- 
gation to pay its notes in specie, or be subject to the loss of its charter, Without such 
an obligation, the notes of the bank, though not exchangeable for specie, yet resting 
on good pledges, and performing the uses of specie, in the payment of taxes, and in 
other public transactions, would, as experience has ascertained, qualify the bank to 
supply at once a circulating medium, and pecuniary aids to the government, Under 
the fetters imposed by the bill, it is manifest, that, during the actual state of things, 
and probably during the war, the period particularly requiring such a medium and 
such a resource for loans and advances to the government, notes for which the bank 
would be compellable to give specie in exchange could not be kept in circulation. 
The most the bank could effect, and the most it could be expected to aim at, would 
be to keep the institution alive by limited and local transactions, which, with the in- 
terest on the public stock in the bank, might yicld a dividend sufficient for the pur- 
pose, untila change from war to peace should enable it, by a flow of specie into its 
vaults, and a removal of the external demand for it, to derive its contemplated emolu- 
ments from a safe and full extension of its operations. 

On the whole, when it is considered that the proposed establishment will enjoy a 
monopoly of the profits of a national bank, for a period of twenty years; that the mo- 
nopolized profits will be continually growing, with the progress of the national popu- 
lation and wealth; that the nation will, during the same period, be dependent on the 
notes of the bank for that species of circulating medium, whenever the precious me~ 
tals may be wanted, and at all times for so much thercof as may be an eligible substitute 
for a specie medium; and that the extensive employment of the notes in the collection 
of the augmented taxes, will, moreover, enable the bank greatly to extend its profite 
able issues of them, without the expense of specie capital to support their circulation; 
it is as veasonable as it is requisite, that the government, in return for these extraor- 
dinary concessions to the bank, should have a greatcr security for attaining the public 
objects of the institution, than is presented in the bill, and particularly for every prac- 
ticable accommodation, both in the temporary advances necessary to anticipate the 
taxes, and in those more durable loans which are equally necessary to diminish the 
resort to taxes. 

in discharging this painful duty of stating objections to a measure which has under- 
gone the deliberations and reccived the sanction of the two bouscs of the national le- 
gislature, I console myself with the reflection that, if they have not the weight which 
J attach to them, they can can be constitutionally overruled; and with a confidence 
that, in a contrary event, the wisdom of Congress will hasten to substitute 2 more com- 
mensurate and certain provision for the public exigencics.

Mr, Tait, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was referred the bill, en- 
titled “ An act concerning Weston Jenkins and others,” reported it without amend. 
ment, 

‘Agreeably to order, the Senate proceeded to reconsider the bill passed. by the two 
Houses, entitled “ An act to incorporate the subscribers to the Bunk of the United, 
States of America,” which was presented for approbation on Monday, the 23d instant, 
and returned by the President- on the 30th instant, with objections. 

The said bill was read, and is as follows: 


An act to incorporate the subscribers to the Bank of the United States of America, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of Ames ` 
Pica in Congress assembled, That a Bank of the United States of America shall be estabe 
lished, the capital stock of which shall be thirty millions of dollars, divided into three 
hundred thousand shares, of one hundred dollars each share; and that subscriptions for 
thirty millions of dollars, towards constituting the said capital stock, shall be opened, 
on the last Monday of Febuary next, at the following places, viz: at Portland, in Maine, 
Portsmouth, in New Hampshire, Windsor, in Vermont, Boston, Providence, New Ha- 
‘ven, New York, New Brunswick, in New Jcrscy, Philadelphia, Baltimore, the city of 

Washington, Richmond, Ralcigh, Charleston, Savannah, Lexington, in Kentucky, Nash- 
ville, in Tennessee, Chillicothe, in Ohio and New Orleans, under the superintendence of 
the following persons, as commissioners to receive the same: at Portland, Matthew 
Cob, Isaac Isley, Joshua Wingate, junior; at Portsmouth, John Goddard, Nathaniel A. 
Haven, Henry S, Langdon; at Windsor, Elias Lyman, William Leveret, Eleazer May;

same shall be closed; and immediately thereafter, the commissioners, ov any twoofthem, 
at the respective places aforesaid, shall cause two transcripts or fair copies of such sub- 
scriptions to be made, one of which they shall send to the Secretary of sic i reasury, one 
they shall retain, and the original shall, within three days from the closing of the same, be 
by the said commissioners transmitted to the said commissioners at Philadelphia, or to 
one of them; and on the receipt thereof, the said commissioners at Philadelphia. or any 
three of them, shall immediately thereafter convene and proceed to take an account of 
the said subscriptions; and if more than the amount of thirty millions of dollars shall have 
been subscribed, then the said last mentioned commissioners shall apportion the same 
among the several subscribers, according to their several and respective subscriptions: 
Provided, however, That such commissioners shall, by such apportionment, allow and 
apportion to cach subscriber at east one share; and, in case the aggregate amount of 
the said subscriptions shall exceed thirty millions of dollars, the said commissioners, 
after having apportioned the same as aforesaid, shall cause lists of the said apportion- 
ed subscriptions to be made out, including in each list the apportioned subscription 
for the place where the original subscription was made, one of which Hisis shall be 
transmitted to the commissioners, or to one of the commissioners, under whose super- 
intendence such subscriptions were originally made, that the subscribers may asccr 
tain from them the number of shares apportioned to such subscribers respectively; 
and, if the amount of thirty millions of dolars shall not be subs ibed during the period 
aforesaid, at all the places aforesaid, the subscription to complete the said sum shall 
afterwards be and remain open at Philadelphia, under the superintendence of the said 
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commissioners appointed at that place, and the subscription may be then made by any 
corporation, copartnership, or person, for any number of shares not exċeeding the 
amount required to complete the said sum of thirty millions of dollars. And, incase 
of the death, or refusal to serve, of any of the commissioners aforesaid, it shall be lawful 
for the President of the United Statesto supply the vacancy or vacancies thus created, 
by appointing some suitable person or persons, i i 
Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful for any person, copartner- 
ship, or body politic, to subscribe for so many shares of the said capital stock of the 
said bank, as he, she, or they, shall think fit, not exceeding three thousand shares, ex- 
cept as is hereinafter provided for the subscription on behalf of the United States, and 
the sums respectively subscribed, except on behalf ot the United States, as is herein- 
after provided, shall be payable in the manner following; that is to say: five millions 
of dollars thereof in gold or silver coin of the United States, or of foreign coin at the 
value heretofore established by the act of Congress, entitled “ An act regulating the 
currency of foreign coins,” passed the 10th day of April, one thousand eight hundred. 
and six; ten miljons of dollars thereof in gold or silver coin, as aforesaid, or in the pub- 
lic debt of the United States, contracted by virtue of the act of Congress, entitled “ An 
act authorizing a loan for a sum not exceeding eleven millions of dollars,” passed the 
fourteenth day of March, one thousand eight hundred and twelve, or contracted, or to 
be contracted, by virtue of any subsequent act and acts of Congress herctofore passed, 
authorizing a loan or loans; and fifteen millions of dollars thereefin gold or silver coin, 
or in ‘Treasury notes, issued under the act of Congress, entitled “An act to authorize 
the issing of ‘Treasury notes,” passed the thirtieth duy of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and twelve, or issued, or to be issued, under the authority of any subsequent 
act or acts of Congress, authorizing, or which shall authorize, Treasury notes to be is- 
sued, previously tothe final closing of the subscriptions to the said bank, And the 
said payment shall be made and completed in the sums and at the times hereinafter 
declared, that is to say: at the time of subscribing there shall be paid six dollars and 
sixty-six cents and two thirds of a cent on cach share, in gold or silver coin; twenty 
dollars in the Treasury notes aforesaid; and thirteen dollars thirty three cents and 
one third ofa cent in the public debt ofthe United States, cont pacted, or to be con- 
tracted as aforesaid; at the expiration of four calendar months after the time of sub- 
scribing there shall be paid the further sum of three dollars thirty-three cents and one 
third ofa cent on each share, in gold or silver coin; ten dollars in the ‘Treasury notes 
aforesaid; and six dollars sixty-six cents and two thirds of a cent in the public debt of 
the United States, contracted or to be contracted as afcresaid: at the expiration of six 
calendar months from the time of subscribing there shall be paid the farther sum of 
three dollars thirty-three cents and one third ofa cent on each share, in gold or silver 
coin; ten dollars in the Treasury notes aforesaid; and six dollars sixty-six cents and two 
thirds ofa cent in the public debt of the United States, contracted, or to be contracted, 
as aforesaid: at the expiration of cight calendar months from the time of subscribing 
there shall be paid the further sum of three dollars thirty-three cents and one third of 
acent, in gold or silver coin; ten dollars in the Treasury notes aforesaid; and six dol- 
lars sixty-six cents and two thirds ofa cent in the public debt of the United States, 
contracted, or to be contracted, as aforesaid. And the subscriptions in, public stock 
and Treasury notes, as aforesaid, shall be taken and credited for the principal and so 
much of the interest thereof, respectively, as shall have accrued on the day of subscrib- 
ing the same. And, at the time of subscribing to the capital stock of the said bank, as 
aforesaid, each and every subscriber shall deliver to the commissioners, at the place of 
subscribing, as well the specie amount of their subscriptions, respectively, as the cer 
tificates of stock for the stock proportion of their subscriptions, respectively, together 
with a power of attorney authorizing the said commissioners, or a majority of them, to 
transfer the said stock, in due form of law, to “ The President, Directors, and Compa- 
ny, of the said Bank of the United States of America,” as soon as the said bank shall 
be organized; and, also, Treasury notes for the proportion of the subscriptions, TC- 
spectively, payable in Treasury notes as aforesaid: Provided, always, That if, in con- 
sequence of the apportionment of shares in the said bank among the subscribers, in 
the case and in the manner hereinbefore prescribed, any subscriber shall have deliver- 
ed tothe commissioners, at the time of subscribing, a greater amount of specie, stock, 
and Treasury notes, than shall be necessary to complete the payments for the share 
or shares to such subscriber, apportioned as aforesaid, the commissioners shall only 
retain so much of the said money, stock, and Treasury notes, as shall be necessary to 
complete such payments, and shall forthwith return, on application for the same, the 
surplus thereof to the subscriber lawfully entitled thereto. And the commissioners 
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respectively shall deposite the gold and silver, certificates of stock, and Treasury 
notes, by them respectively received, as aforesaid, from the subscribers to the said 
bank, in some place of secure and safe keeping, so that the same may and shal! be 
specifically delivered and transferred, as the same were by them respectively receiv. 
edito the said President, Directors, and Company, of the said Bank of the United 
States of America, or to their order, as soon as shall be required after the organization 
of the said bank. 

Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That the United States may, at any time before 
the expiration of this act, in pursuance of any law which may be passed by Congress 
for that purpose, cause to be subscribed, for the use of the United States, to said bank, 
fifty thousand additional shares, to be paid in public stock, bearing an interest of four 
per cent. per annum, redeemable in any sums, and at any periods, which the govern- 
ment may decm fit. 

Seo. 4. And be it further enacted, That wheneverand as often as any of the Treasury 
notes, subscribed as aforesaid, to the said capital stock of the said bank, shall be due 
and payable, it shall be lawful for the Secretary of the Treasury (and he is hereby au- 
thorized and required) to pay and redeem the same, principal and interest, by causing 
certificates of public stock for an equal amount, bea ring an interest of six per cent. 
per annum, and redeemable in any sums, and at any periods, which the government 
may deem fit, to be prepared and made in the usual form, and the same to be delivered 
tothe President and Directors of the said bank, in satisfaction and discharge of such 
Treasury notes. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the subscribers to the said Bank of the 
United States of America, their successors and assigns, shall be, and are hereby cre- 
ated, a corporation and body politic, by the name and style of “The President, Direc- 
tors, and Company, of the Bank of the United States of America,” and shall so con- 
tinue until the third day of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty 
five; and by that name shall be, and are hereby made, able and capable in law, to 

. have, purchase, receive, possess, enjoy, and retain, to them and their successors, lands, 
rents, tenements, hereditaments, goods, chattels, and effects, of whatsoever kind, na- 
ture, and quality, to an amount not exceeding in the whole thirty five millions of dol- 
lars, including the amount of the capital stock aforesaid; and the same to sell, grant, 
demise, alien, or dispose of, to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, ‘answer and 
be answered, defend and be defended, in all courts and places whatsoever; and also 
to make, have, and use, a common seal, and the same to break, alter, and renew, at 
their pleasure; and, also, to ordain, establish, and put in execution, such by-laws and. 
ordinances, and regulations, as they shall deem necessary and convenient, for the 
government of the said corporation, not being contrary to the constitution and laws of 
the United States; and generally to do and execute all and singular the acts, matters, 
and things, which to them it shalt or may appertain to dos subject, nevertheless, to the 
rules, regulations, restrictions, limitations, and provisions, hereinafter prescribed and 
declared. 

Sec, 6. And be it further enacted, That, for the management of the affairs of the said 
corporation, there shall be twenty-five directors, who shall be elected at the banking 
house in Philadelphia, on the first Monday of January, in each year, by the stockhold- 
crs or proprietors of the capital stock of the said corporation, and by a plurality of votes 
then and there actually given, according to the scale of voting hereinafter prescribed. 
And the directors, so duly chosen, sball be capable of serving by virtue of such choice, 
until the end or expiration of the first Monday in January next ensuing the time of such 
election, and no longer: Provided, always, That the first election and appointment of 
directors shall be at the time, and for the period, hereinafter declared. 

Sec, 7. And be it further enacted, That, as soon as the sum of twelve millions of dol- 
lars in gold and silver coin, and in the public debt and Treasury notes, shall have been 
actually received on account of the subscriptions to the said capital stock, (exclusively 
of the subscription aforesaid on the part of the United States,) notice thereof shall be 
given by the persons under whose superintendence the subscriptions shall have been 
made at Philadelphia, in at least two public newspapers, printed in each of the places 
where subscriptions shall have been made; and the said persons shall, at the same time, 
and in like manner, notify a time and place within the said city of Philadelphia, at the 
distance’ of at least twenty days from the time of such notification, for proceeding to 
the-clection of directors as aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for such election to be then 

and there made. And the persons whoshall be then and there chosen as aforesaid, 
shall be the first directors, and shall proceed to elect one of their number President of 
the said corporation, and they shall be capable of serving by virtue of such choice 
until the end and expiration of the first Monday of January next ensuing the time of 
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making the same, and shall forthwith, thereafter, commence the operations ofthe said 
bavk, at the said city of Philadelphia: Provided, always, That in case it should at any 
time happen that an election of directors and president of the said corporation should 
not be made upon any day when, in pursuance of thisact, they ought to be made, the 
said corporation shall not for that cause be deemed to be dissolved; but it shall be 
Jawful on any other day to hold and make an election of directors and president of 
the said corporation, (as the case may be,) insuch manner as shall have been regulated 
by the by-laws and ordinances of the said corporation; and until such election be so 
made, the directors and president, for the time being, shall continue in office: dnd pro- 
vided also, That, in case of the death, resignation, or removal, of the president of the 
said corporation, the directors shall proceed to elect another president: And pro» 
vided also, Thatin case of the death, resignation, or absence from the United States, 
or removal of a director from office, the vacancy shall be supplied by the stockhold- 
ers. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That the directors, for the time being, shall have 
power to appoint such officers, clerks, and scrvants, under them, as shall be necessary 
for executing the business of the said corporation, and to allow them such compensa- 
tion for their services respectively, as shali be reasonable; and shall be capable of ex- 
ercising such other powers and authorities for the well governing and ordering of the 
affairs of the said corporation, as shall be prescribed, fixed, and determined, by the 
laws, regulations, and ordinances, of the same. 

Sze. 9. And be it further enacted, That the following rules, restrictions, limitations, 
and provisions, shall form and be fundamental articles of the constitution of the said 
corporation, to wit: 

1. The number of votes to which the stockholders shall be entitled, in voting for 
directors, shall be according to the number of shares he, she, or they, respectively, 
shall hold, in the proportions following, that is to say: for one share and not more than 
two shares, one vote; for every two shares above two and not exceeding ten, one vote; 
for every four shares above ten and not exceeding thirty, onc vote; for every six 
shares above thirty and not exceeding sixty, one vote; for every eight shares above 


sixty and not exceeding one hundred, one vote; and tor every ten shares above one 


hundred, one vote. But no person, copartnership, or body politic, shall be entitledto a’ 
greater number than thirty votes; and after the first election, no share or shares shall 
confer a right of voting, which shall not have been holden three calendar months pre- 
vious to the day of election. And stockholders actually resident within the United 
States, and none other, may vote in elections by proxy. 

2. Not more than three-fourths of the directors in cffice, at the time of an annual 
election, shall be elected forthe next succeeding year, and no person shall be a direc- 
tor more than three out of four years; but the directer who shall be the president at 
the time of an election, may always be re-elected. 

3. None buta resident citizen of the United States, and holding at the time of his 
election not less than ten shares, bona fide in his own tight, shall be a director; and if 
any director shall cease to be a stockholder to that amount, he shali cease to be a di- 
rector, : 

4. No director shall be entitled to any emolument. The stockholders may make 
such compensation to the president, for his extraordinary attendance at the bank, as 
shall appear to them reasonable. 

5. Not less than seven directors shall constitute a board for the transaction of business, 
of whom the president shall always be one, except in case of sickness or neccessary ab- 
sence, in which case his place may be supplied by any other director whom he, by writ- 
ing, under his hand, shall depute for the purpose. And the director so deputed, may do 
and transact all the necessary business belonging to the office of the president of the 
said corporation, during the continuance of the sickness or necessary absence of the 
president. . 

6. A number of stockholders not less than sixty, who, together, shall be proprietors 
of one thousand shares or upwards, shall have power at any time to call a general meet- 
ing of the stockholders, for purposes relative to the institution, giving at least ten 
weeks’ notice in two public newspapers of the place where the bank is seated, and 
specifying in such notice the object or objects of such meeting. . 

7. Every cashier or treasurer, before he enters upon the duties of his office, shall be 
required to give bond, with two or more sureties, to the satisfaction of the directors, 
in a snm not less than fifty thousand dollars, with a condition for his good behavior, and 
the faithful performance of his duties to the corporation. i . : 

8. The lands, tenements, and hereditaments, which it shall be lawful for the said, 
corporation to hold, shall be only such as shall be requisite for its immediate aecommoda- .

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‘tion in relation to the convenient transacting of its business, and such as shall have been 

-bena fide mortgaged to it by way of security, or conveyed toit in satisfaction of debts 

<: previously contracted in the course of its dealings, or purchased at sales, upon judgments 
which shall have been obtained forsuch debts. . 

9, The total amount of debts which the said corporation shall at any time owe, 
whether by bond, bill, note, or other contract, over and above the debt or debts due for 
money deposited in the bank, shall not exceed-the sum of thirty millions of dollars, 
unless the contracting of any greater debt shall have been previously authorized bya 
law of the United States... In case of excess, the directors under whose administra- 

«tion it-shall happen, shall be liable for the same, in their natural and. private capacities, 

“and an action of debt may, in such-case, be brought. against them, or any of them, their 
or any of their heirs, executors, or administrators, in any court of record of the United 
States, or either of them, by any. creditor or creditors of the said corporation, and may 
‘be prosecuted to judgment and execution, any condition, covenant, or agreement, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. But this provision shall not be construed to exempt the 
said- corporation; or the lands, tenements, goods, or chattels, of the same, from being 
also liable for, and chargeable with, the said excess.

The following written message was received from the President of the United 
States, by Mr. Coles, his Secretary: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States: A 

I lay before Congress copies of the treaty of peace and amity between the United 
States and his Britannic Majesty, which was signed by the Commissioners ofboth par- 
ties at Ghent, on the 24th of December, 1814, and the ratifications of winch have been 
duly exchanged. f , : 

While periorming thisact, I congratulate you, and our constituents, upon an event, 
whichis highly honorable to the nation, and terminates, with peculiar fehcity, a cam- 
paign signalized by the most brilliant successes. 

The late war, although reluctantly declared by Congress, had become a necessary 
resort to assert the rights and independence of the nation. Tt has been waged with a, 
success which is the natural result of the wisdom of the Icgislative councils, of the par 
triotism of the people, of the public spirit of the militia, and of the valor of the military 
and naval forces of the country. Peace, at all times a blessing, is peculiarly welcome, 
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therefore, at a period when the causes for the war have ceased to operate; when the 
government has demonstrated the efficiency of its powers of defence; and when the 
ation can review its conduct without regret and without reproach, . : 

I recommend to your care and beneficence the gallant men whose achievements, in 
every department of the military service, on the land and on the water, have so essene 
tially contributed to the honor of the American name, and to the restoration of peace, 
The feelings of conscious patriotism and worth will animate such men under every 
change of fortune and pursuit; but their country performs a duty to itself, when it be- 
stows those testimonials of approbation and applause which are at once the reward, 

~ and the incentive to great actions. ; ; 

The reduction of the public experditures to the demands of a peace establishment 
will doubtless engage the immediate attention of Congress, There are, however, ime ` 
portant considerations which forbid a sudden and general revocation of the measures 
that have been produced bythe war. Experience has taught us that neither the pa- 
cific dispositions of the American people, nor the pacific character of their political 
institutions, can altogether exempt them from that strife which appears, beyond the 
ordinary lot of nations, to be incident to the actual period of the world; and the seme 
faithful monitor demonstrates that a certain degree of preparation for war is not on- 
ly indispensable to avert disasters in the onset, but affords aiso the best security forthe 
continuance of peace. The wisdom of Congress will, therefore, I am confident, pro- 
vide for the maintenance of an adequate regular force; for the gradual advancement of 
the naval establishment; for improving all the means of harbor defénce; for adding 
discipline to the distinguished bravery of the militia; and for cultivating the military: 
art, in its essential branches, under the liberal patronage of government. X 

“The resources of our country were, at all times, competent to the attainment of every 
national object; but they will now be enriched and invigorated by the activity which 

ence will introduce into all the scenes of domestic enterprize and labor. The pro- 
vision that has been made for the public creditors, during the present session of Con- 

ress, must have a decisive effect in the establishment of the public credit, bothat > 
Pome and abroad. The reviving interests of commerce will claim the legislative ate ` 
tention at the earliest opportunity; and such regulations wili, I trust, be seasonably de- 
vised as shall secure to the United States their just proportion ofthe navigation of the 
world, The most liberal policy towards other nations, if met by corresponding dispo- 
sitions, will, in this respect, be found the most beneficial policy towards ourselves, 
But there is no subject that can enter with greater force and merit into the delibera- 
tions of Congress, than a consideration of the means to preserve and promote the ma- 
nufactures which haye sprang into existence, and attained an unparalleled maturity 
throughout the United States during the period of the European wars. This source 
of national independence and wealth, I anxiously recommend, therefore, tothe prompt 
and constant guardianship of Congress. ` 

The termination of the legislative sessions will soon separate you, fellow-citizens, 
from cach other, and restore you to your constituents, I pray you to bear with you 
the expressions of my sanguine hope, that the peace which has been just declared, 
will not only be the foundation of the most friendly intercourse between the United 
States and Great Britain, but that it will also be productive of happiness and harmony 
in every section of our beloved country. The influence of your precepts and example 
must be every where powerful: and while we accord in grateful acknowledgments for 
the protection which Providence has bestowed upon us, let us never cease to incul- 
cate obedience to the laws, and fidelity to the Union, as constituting the palladium of 
the national independence and prosperity.

„Ts desirable to guard against incidents, which, during periods of war in Europe, might 
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tend to interrupt it; and, it is believed, in particular, that the navigation of American 
vessels exclusively by American seamen, either natives or such as are already natu- 
ralized, would not only conduce to the attainment of that object, but, also, to inerea 
the number of our seamen, and, consequently, to render our commerce and na; ga- 
tion independent of the service of foreigners, who might be recalled by their govern. 
ments, under circumstances the most inconvenient to the United States. F recon. 
mend the subject, therefore, to the consideration of Congress, and, in deciding upon 
it, Lam persuaded, that they will sufficiently estimate the policy of manifesting to the 
world a desire, on all occasions, to cultivate harmony with other nations, by any rea» 
sonable accommodations, which do not impair the enjoyment of any of the essential 
rights of a free and independent people. The example on the part of the American 
government, will merit, and may be expected to receive, a reciprocal attention from 
all the friendly powers of Europe.

Sixth. No person who shall hereafter be naturalized, shall be cligible as a member 


of the Senate or House of Representatives of the United States, nor capable of hold- 
ing any civil office under the authority of the United States. f
